Project tion of about 100,000 scres of land now

under the overdow of the Klamath
fiver nnd of Lower Klamath Lake and Tule Lake
ad the irvigation of about 100,000 ncres of valley
lndd atjneent to the Klamath River, along the course
of Lowt River and the tributary portion of the great
pintenu lying chiefly in Klamath County, Oregon, but
ilvo embracing a part of Sinkiyou and Modoe Coun-
tien, California, & wial area of 200,000 acres,

The Project embraces the construction of s very
ureat milenge of ennals, laterals and drainage canals
and will have its prineipal souree in Upper Klamath
Lake. Clear Luke and Horsefly are reservoir sites
whore flood water will be impounded and utilized for
irrigation of land included in the upper portion of
the Project.

Waork on the main eanal was started in the Spring
of 1906 und the first unit of nine miles is now com.
pleted.  About 13,000 acres of land will be irrigated
from the first unit, the Iaterals for which are g:lnl
constructed under the supervision of the engineers
hiaving charge of the FProject, By far the fulﬂt
pwoportion of the land under the first unjt is now in
sagebrush and must be cleared and broken in time
for ctops in the Spring of 1908.
